The Record of New Publications of 
the Publishers' Weekly is the material of the 
“American Catalog,” and so forms the basis of trade 
bibliography in the United States.

IMPORTING COPYRIGHT ENGLISH 
’ BOOKS. 

To the Editor of The Publishers ' Weekly. 

Dear Sir : Can you tell me, through the 
pages of the Weekly, whether or not it is 
contrary to the United States copyright law 
to import the copyright English edition of 
works which are copyright in this country 
also? If it is contrary to law, what is the 
penalty for violation, and are books thus im¬ 
ported subject to seizure? 

Certain American editions of English au¬ 
thors (as, for instance, Swinburne,) are greatly 
inferior to the English editions. If my cus¬ 
tomer prefers the English copyright edition, 
and is willing to pay the government a tax of 
25 per cent, ad valorem for the privilege of 
having the English edition, am I not entitled 
to import it for him? 

Copyright law, as I understand it, is in 
existence to protect the property rights of 
authors. Whether I buy the authorized 
American edition of Swinburne, or import 
the authorized English edition, there is no 
infringement on the author's rights; in either 
case he receives his royalty on the sale. Is 
there, then, any violation of the copyright 
law? 

This point is not specifically covered in the 
statutes relating to copyright, or in any copy¬ 
right rulings, so far as I can discover. By 
answering my questions through the pages of 
The Publishers' Weekly, I am sure you 
will confer a favor on a large number of 
your readers. Yours very truly,

The provisions of the Copyright Statutes 
in regard to importation of copyright books 
are very explicit. The Act of March 3, 1891, 


which extended copyright to the productions 
of foreign authors, did so with the require¬ 
ment that in order to secure such protection 
the book “shall be printed from type set 
within the limits of the United States, or 
from plates made therefrom/’ 

The same statute enacted further that “dur¬ 
ing the existence of such copyright the im¬ 
portation into the United States of any book, 
... so copyrighted, or any edition or edi¬ 
tions thereof, or any plates of the same not 
made from type set, . . . within the limits of 
the United States, shall be, and it is hereby, 
prohibited.” 

To this general prohibition of importation, 
however, there are certain specific excep¬ 
tions, as follows: 

(1) “In the case of persons purchasing for 
use and not for sale, who import subject to 
the duty thereon, not more than two copies 
of such book at any one time.” 

(2) “Books, . . . which shall have been 
printed and bound or manufactured more 
than twenty years at the date of importa¬ 
tion.” 

(3) “Books and pamphlets printed exclu¬ 
sively in languages other than English; also 
books and music, in raised print, used exclu¬ 
sively by the blind.” 

(4) “Books, . . . imported by authority or 
for use of the United States or for the use 
of the Library of Congress.” 

(5) “Books, . . . specially imported, not 
more than two copies in any one invoice, in 
good faith, for the use of any society incor¬ 
porated or established for educational, philo¬ 
sophical, literary, or religious purposes, or 
for the encouragement of the fine arts, or for 
the use or by order of any college, academy, 
school, or seminary of learning in the United 
States, subject to such regulations as the 
Secretary of the Treasury shall prescribe.” 
Note. —This is supposed to cover importation 
in behalf of any public library. 

(6) “Books, or libraries, or parts of libra¬ 
ries, and other household effects of persons 
or families from foreign countries, if actually 
used abroad by them not less than one year, 
and not intended for any other person or 
persons, nor for sale.” 


SALE OF TISSOT BIBLES. 

The sale on February 6 of Tissot Bibles at 
the Fifth Avenue Art Galleries, attracted a 
large number of bidders and buyers. The 
total amount realized on the collection of 
twelve sets was $7152. Gabriel Weiss paid 
$1518 for a memorial edition originally pub¬ 
lished in French. 
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THE CASE OF TEXAS VS. THE AMER¬ 
ICAN BOOK COMPANY. 

Various conflicting despatches have been 
published in the New York papers concern¬ 
ing the outcome of the suit brought against 
the American Book Company by the State 
of Texas, under the anti-trust statutes of 
that State. The following summary contains 
the essential facts of the case and the de¬ 
cision reached. 

In February, 1908, the State Text-Book 
Board of Texas adopted text-books in the 
various branches for a term of five years. To 
the American Book Company were awarded 
Maury’s New Elements of Geography, 
Maury’s New Complete Geography, and the 
Maury-Simonds Physical Geography. 

Notwithstanding the fact that the Amer¬ 
ican Book Company had made the same affi¬ 
davit as to its organization and independence 
of all other companies that.had been made 
by other competing concerns, the Governor 
refused to sign the contract for its books that 
had been adopted, and secured the passage of 
a resolution by the Board asking the Attor¬ 
ney-General to investigate and report “wheth¬ 
er the American Book Company be a trust.” 

The company, by telegram and by letter, in¬ 
vited the fullest invstigation and proffered 
its records, books of account and all informa¬ 
tion to further the purposes of the investiga¬ 
tion. 

After some three weeks of search and in¬ 
quiry in New York the Attorney-General re¬ 
ported that the company should be excluded 
and subsequently suit was brought by the 
State based upon this opinion. 

Then followed a more searching investiga¬ 
tion and the taking of testimony in New 
York, covering a period of several weeks. 
Certain stipulations which set forth the his¬ 
tory and organization of the company since 
its incorporation in New Jersey, in 1890, and 
touching the present company, were agreed 
upon, and the case was set for trial February 

1, 1909. 

On that date both parties appeared in court 
at Austin and announced their readiness to 
proceed. The Attorney-General had not only 
brought suit for $7500 against the present 
American Book Company of New York, which 
began business January 1, 1908, but against 
the American Book Company of New Jersey, 
already dissolved, which was the predecessor 
of the present company, and sought also to 
join Mr. Ambrose, the president of the com¬ 
pany, and other stockholders as co-defendants 
of the New Jersey company, to recover pen¬ 
alties aggregating $3,070,350. 

After several days spent in arguing the 
legal points involved, the State, on February 
4, asked that the work of selecting a jury be 
halted as a compromise was imminent. An 
agreement was subsequently reached by the 
litigants, and was approved and ratified and 
made the judgment of the court in the case. 

In the agreement reached it was admitted 
in writing by the State that the conditions 
alleged to have been brought about by the 
acts of the New Jersey company had been 
corrected, and that the New York company, 


having no contract with the State, and doing- 
only an interstate business therein, had' with¬ 
drawn its permit to maintain a place of busi¬ 
ness in Texas. 

A decree was entered for the recovery of 
the sum of $15,000 from the New Jersey 
Company, and the case against the New York 
Company and the other defendants was dis¬ 
missed, thus acquitting the New York Com¬ 
pany of all trust charges. Counsel advised 
the acceptance of the compromise offered 
rather than to prolong indefinitely the litiga¬ 
tion with its attendant expenses. 

The effect of this agreement and judgment 
is that it removes and precludes all question 
as to the legality of the organization and 
operations of the American Book Company 
of New York, which is the only present ex¬ 
isting Company. It may do an interstate 
commerce business in Texas, as it does in 
other States, without obstacle or restriction, 
and should the company at any time desire to 
open an office and conduct a business in 
Texas, it may apply for and secure a permit 
to do so the same as any other corporation. 

This is a very valuable decision for the 
American Book Company. For clearly if the 
State of Texas, which has the most far- 
reaching, drastic and energetically enforced 
anti-trust laws of any State in the Union, 
after thorough investigation and trial acquits 
the American Book Company of all such 
charges, there can be no question in other 
States as to the legality of its organization.

A COMPLETE EDITION OF TOLSTOI. 

A publishing house of Moscow promises 
a complete edition of the works of Tolstoi, 
numbering about 25 volumes.

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OBITUARY NOTE. 

Tames MacArthur, one of the literary ad¬ 
visers of the publishing house of Harper & 
Brothers and well known as an editor, critic 
and playwright, died on Thursday, February 
11, at the General Memorial Hospital, New 
York City. Mr. MacArthur was born in 
Glasgow, Scotland, in 1866. He came to the 
United States in 1888. After spending a few 
years in commercial life, he turned his entire 
attention to writing and criticism. He be¬ 
came connected with the publishing house of 
Dodd, Mead & Co. as reader and general lit¬ 
erary adviser, and from 1894 to 1900 he was 
associated with Professor Harry Thurston 
Peck as joint editor of The Bookman. Later, 
Mr. MacArthur went to London as foreign 
representative of Doubledav, Page & Co., and 
on his return to this country, in 1901, he es¬ 
tablished his connection with Harper & 
Brothers. Mr. MacArthur was the drama- 
tizer of Ian MacLaren’s ‘‘Bonnie Brier Bush,” 
which met with great success. He col¬ 
laborated with Max Pemberton in “The 
Masque of the White Rose” and “Kronstadt,” 
and with Rex Beach in the dramatization of 
“The Spoilers.” He was a member of the 
Players’ Club, and was widely known in lit¬ 
erary circles in both England and America. 
He numbered among his intimate friends 
many of the most eminent writers of the 
day. Mr. MacArthur leaves a wife and two 
daughters.

Excelsior Publishing House, New York, 
have just published “The Advance Agent,” 
by Myles McCarthy, the actor, a very popular 
member of the theatrical world, and will 
have ready later “Bridge Whist”; a series of 
Calendars for 1910, with pictures, by the well- 
known artist, J. H. Appleton, and the annual 
number of the famous “Drummers’ Yarns” 
series, due in May. 

The Dale Association, Boston, announces 
the second edition of “American Play¬ 
grounds,” edited by Everett B. Mevo, pub¬ 
lished last October by the American Gym¬ 
nasia Co., who made an assignment in De¬ 
cember.
